E Count de-Lambarg, the le 
Ambaffador, having been indifpos’d fince 
his retnrn from Leghorne, and having 
forborne to appear at the Palace of a 
long time, fent a Letter rother day,’ by 
a Gentleman, to the Pope, in which his Imperiai 
Ma;efty notified to his Flinels, -that he had de- 
clar’d his Son the Archduke King of Spain. . The 
Pope, who fince his Elevation to the Holy Chair has 
acknowledg’d no other King of Spain than Philip V, 
to whom in quality of the Catholick King, he has 
written Letters; has propos’d feveral Bifhops in 
Spain, Naples, and Sicily, to be nominated by him ; 


~ fent him a Legate a Latere when his Majefty was at

Naples ; has 2 Nuncios at Madrid ; and has given 
fo many Audiences to his Majefty’s Ambaffador at 
this Court; was extreamly furpriz’d, and would not 
teceive the Letter: And being inform’d at the fame 
time that the Count de Lamberg had fent Compli- 
ments to the Cardinals that vifited him in his Illnefs, 
and had taken that occafion to notifie to them the 
fame thing, his Holinefs fent them Orders to return 
no manner of Aufwer to that Notification. | 
From the Bruffels Gazette, dated Dec. 28. 
Rome, Nov. 28. The 23d being St. Clement’s day, 
the Pope held a Chappel in the Palace on the Monte 
Cavallo, on occafion of the Anniverfary of his 
Eledtion co the Pontifical Dignity 4 Years before. 
Cardinal Paulucci faid Mafs, which being ended 
Cardinal Acciatoli, the Sub-Dean, in the Name of 
the Sacred College made him the Compliment ad 
multos Annos. The fame day in the Afternoon, his 
Holinefs accompanied by theCardinals Acciaioli and 
Panfilio, wenr to vifit the Church of Sr. Clement ; 
and as he wenc out of his Palace to go thither, a 
ewith Child fell at his Feet, and cry’d out he would 
made a Chiriftian; The Pope ftop’d and ask’d him 
what was the Morive of his crying out in that man- 
ner; the Child reply’d, A Defire to go to Heaven: 
Whereupon his Holinefs commanded 2 of his Atten- 
dants to take him and carry him to the Catechumens, 
and-to order the Superior of them to take particular 
Care of him. 
From the Paris Gazette, dated Dec. 22. ; 
Madrid, Dec.4. The King has made the Count de 
Montellano Prefit ent of the Council of Caftile ; and 
his Majefty bas ugnified his Pleafure, thar Don Ma- 
nuel d’Arias Archbifhop of Seville who had difcharg’d 
the Functions of that Brefidentihip with great Capa- 
city and Fidelity, fhould continue to affift in the Ca- 
binet Council and the Council of State. The Prefi- 
dentihip of che Contratation or Chamber of Com- 
merce of Seville is conferr’d on the Count de Mira- 
flores.. The Count de Moriana is made chief Trea- 
furer, and Surintendant of all the Fonds eftablifh’d 
for the Payment of the Troops and the other Ex- 
pences of the War. His Majefty has given a Title 
of Caftile, and the Commiffion of Collonel of a Re- 
iment of Infantry, to Don Alonfo de Figueroa,upon 
his offering to raife the Regiment at his own Charge.

Several Perfons of Quality, following his Example, 
have offer'd to levy Regiments at their own proper 
Coft. The City of Madrid raifes 1060 Men for the 
Service of the Artillery. 22 Pieces of Cannon and 
4 Mortars are broughe hither from Pampelona, with 
a great quantity of Bombs, Powder, aid other Am- 
munitions, The King being minded to have 4 Troops 
of Horfe Guards of 200 Men each, has nominated 
the Captains that are to command them, viz. the 
Count de Lemos, Vieeroy of Sardignia ; the Mar- 
quefs d’Aytona, who ferves in the Army in Lom- 
bardy, and diftinguith'd himicif in the Defeat of Ge- 
neral Vifconti.; Prince Tferclaes de Tilly, Captain 
General of Eftramadura; and the Duke de Popoli 
General of the Artillery in the Kingdom of Naples. 
His Majefty has made the young \ount d’Aguilar, 
who has fignaliz’d himfelf in the Service in Italy, 
Collonel of the Regiment of Spanith Guards which 
is now raifing. The Count d’Atalaya, who com- 
mands for the King of Portugal in Entre Duero and 
Minho, fome days ago fent a Letter without anySub- 
{cription to Don Inigo de Villaroel, Governour of 
Vigo ; who finding it to be writen by the Amirante 
of Caftile and the Count de Corzana, caus’d the 
Meffenger, that brought it,a Portuguefe,to be fecur’d, 
and immediately gave Advice of it to the Duke of

From the Leiden Gazette, dated Jan. 3. 

_ Pars, Dec, 24. They wiite from Madrid ofthe 
7th of this Month, that the King has confirm’d the 
Refolution of his Council, ro have an Army of 45000 
Men fpeedily on foot in Eftramadura, to act againft 
Portugal..
